Prunes and figs are well known to have 
laxative qualities. Three or four dried 
figs, taken at night before retiring witha 
lass of water, or half an hour before 
breakfast, will often cure mild constipa- 
tion. Fige are often stewed with reisine 
and used as sauce. The juice of prunesis 
given to babies almost as frequently as 
orange juice. 

In preparing dried fruits for the table, 
they should be thoroughly washed and 
soaked for several hours; then stewed 
siowly. The fruit put up in cartons is 
obviously more cleanly than that sold in 
bulk. The American fruit is more clean- 
ly than that from the Mediterranean re-

“The net result of the accounting,” 
said L. A. Busby, president of the Chi- 
cago surface lines, would seem to be to 
present merely a number of purely legal 
questions. 

In what purported to be a summary of 
the report prepared for the press the 
accountants tried to show the extent of be 
city’s final gain, if the contentions of Mr.

What Accountants Omit. 

Here the accountants failed to state

fund would mean a loss of interest of 
$500,000 or $600,000 in thirteen years on 
the basis that it might be used for sub- 
ways on which a ö per cent rental would 
be charged. 

Like the report of M. and L. W. Scud- 
der on the Chicago Ra:lways company’s 
books last week, this audit is considered 
a Cisappointment to the city admisistra- 
ticn. Taken together the two show that

The contrast between the two oc- 
casions made a great impression upon 
the reporter—and also upon his story.

Here history had been made; here har- 
mony now reigned.”’

By amending the constitution the club 
owners limited the number of players to 
be retained by any club between May 1 
and Sept. 1 to twenty-one. During the 
rest of the year the maximum limit was 
fixed at thirty-five players for each team.

Thie year, however, these limits 
were suspended to prevent promising 
players from jumping to the Federal 
league.
